The section on prison indus- 
tries in the report is being writ- 
ten by Gilbert Rodli, president 
of the John R. Wald Co.,, of 
Huntington, Pa., manufacturers 
of. prison industry equipment. 
Rodli is acting in an advisory 
capacity for the committee, 
Visit to Joliet.

They believe strongly 
that a thriving prison industry 
is an, absolute necessity in re- 
storing peace at the penitentiary. 


About half of the inmates of 
the Missouri prison were idle 
when the first riot broé<e out, 
resulting in the death of five 
convicts, the jnjury of many 
others and property damage es- 
timated up to $3,000,000. 

When completed, the final re- 
port will be submitted to Gov.

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GERMAN “WOMAN 
GETS 0 YEARS AS 
SPY AGAINST U.S. 


Data From American 
Officers for Pay From 
Russia. 


BERLIN, Dec. 21 ‘(AP)—A 
German woman was sentenced 
today to five years in prison 
after she pleaded guilty of 
sed secrets out of two 
United States intelligence of- 
ficers for Russian pay. 
The names of the two Amer!i- 
cans were not introduced in 
court. United States officials said 
previously the black-eyed bru- 
nette — gard Margarethe 
Schmidt—was the mistress of an 
Air Force intelligence colonel 
and had occasional dates with a 
civilian intelligence chief. , 
The prosecution described her 
as one of the most dangerous 
spies encountered here since 
World War II. 
The 24-year-old former East 
Zone student burst into tears 
as United States High Commis- 
sion Judge Ambrose Fuller of 
Chicago, Ill, pronounced sen- 
tence. Although. she had said 
nothing in her own defense ‘dur- 
ing the trial, she sobbed bit- 
terly: 
“I can’t take it. 
much.” 
The woman pleaded guilty of 
transmitting to the Russians de- 
tails of the order of battle for 
Allied defense of West Berlin. 
She also. admitted a second 
charge of approaching a German 
national in United States intelli- 
gence to get more information. 
She pleaded not guilty to a 
third charge of attempting to ob- 
tain details of the entire network 
of American agents in West Ber- 
lin. This accusation was dis- 
missed on a prosecution motion. 
German counsel Egon Bach 
asked the court to be lenient 
with the woman. He said she 
had been reared under Nazism 
and then r Communism in 
the Russian Zone and had been 
forced into her spy activities by 
the Russians.

DIXIE VALLEY, Nev., Dec. 
21 (AP)—In this desolate, arid 
valley, where water has been 
found only in minute quantities, 
a warm stream now spurts from 
mountain fastness and races 
a gasti in the valley floor. 
Deep scars slash the valley 
floor as if a giant had attempted 
to pull the mountains from their 
roots. 
Scientists say that either the 
snow-capped peaks have been 
shoved upward a few feet or the 
yalley itself has dropped. 
These are results of the vio- 
lent earthquake in this isolated 
spot last Thursday and felt in 
five western states. 
“The quake was without doubt 
one of the most important ever 
recorded in the United States,” 
Prof. David Slemmons, Univer- 
sity of Nevada earthquake ex- 
pert said. By this, he said, he 
means in terms of ground dis- 
placement, | 
Slemmons is among the scien- 
tists who have converged on 
Dixie valley to study the effects 
of the quake. He flew over the 
area—some’50 miles east of Fal- 
lon—mapping the newly-openeg 
faults. t 
One slash extends for 26 miles. 
Slemmons found part of a new 
fault where one side is 20 feet 
lower than on.the other side, He 
called this possibly one of the 


greatest vertical shiftings of 
earth ever recorded in the 
United States. 


The area is sparsely settled, 
and there were no casualties. 

By comparison, the San Fran- 
cisco quake of 1906 caused only 
a three-foot vertical displace- 
ment—yet killed some 700 per- 
sons, 

The valley is about twice the 
size of Manhattan island. Some 
ranchers graze cattle here, but 
there are no settlements for 
miles. About six families live in 
the valley during, the summer, 
but at the time of the quake 
only a few ranchers were in the 
area. 

“Had the quake occurred in a 
populated area,” Slemmons said, 
“T hesitate to think of the death 


caused.”

—The worst earthquake in 25 
years jolted northern California 
and southern Oregon at 11:55 
a.m. P.S.T. (1:55 p.m. St. Louis 
time) today. 

It appeared to have struck 
heaviest in the vicinity of Eu- 
reka, a seacoast city of 25,000 
about 225 airline miles north of 
San Francisco. There was mych 
damage in Eureka but apparent- 
ly. no loss of life. Chimneys 
toppled, windows were smashed, 
telephone service was impaired 
and bricks and concrete blocks 
from jolted buildings fell into 
the streets. 
Most of the buildings in Eu- 
reka are of wood construction, 
and these appeared generally 
to have escaped serious struc- 
tural damage. 

Shock Widely Feit. 

The heavy shock was felt in 
Klamath Falls, Ore., and as far 
south as San Francisco. It was 
strong at Red Bluff, where it 
had an east-west qwaying mo- 
tion. There was no damage 
there. 
The quake threw the indf- 
cator off the visible seismograph 
at’ University of California, in 
Berkley, 275 miles south of Eu- 
reka.

PARIS, Dec. 21 (AP) — The 
French National Assembly today 
disposed of final committee re- 
ports and got down to actual de- 
bate on ratification of the Paris 
treaties on German rearmament. 

A parade of 40 listed speakers 
was led off by Gen. Pierre Au- 
meran, a former De Gaullist. He 
opposed the treaties, saying they 
contained no way of preventing 
a rearmed West Germany from 
breaking with the Western bloc 
at some future date. 

Lobby talk persisted that a 
motion might be submitted to 
postpone debate. This could be 
introduced at any time. But 
there was no decision by spon- 
sors of the move. 

Should such a motion be forth- 
coming, it was expected to go 
down to defeat in the face of 
Premier Mendes-France’ s de- 
mand for Assembly action be- 
fore Christmas .on the Paris 
treaties to enroll West Germany 
in the North Atlantic alliance. 

Ratification Likely. 

Similarly it was expected that 
the Assembly would vote finally, 
probably on Thursday, to ratify 
the four treaties. Political 
sources said same of Mendes- 
France’s chief enemies want the 
Premier to be held responsible 
in the future for German re- 
armament, which those factions 
believe will prove a political lia- 
bility.

RUSSIA NO. LONGER 
COOS, DULLES SAYS 


Its Basic Policy of World 
Domination Is Unchanged, 
He Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (AP) 
—Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles said today that Russia 
has shifted from a cooing dove 
to a tough-talking exterior, but 
is keeping unchanged its basic 
policies of world domination. 

Dulles made the statement at 
a press conference during which 
he also repeated that the United 
States has no intention of with- 
drawing its six divisions from 
Europe. 

Dulles said manpower reduc- 
tions announced yesterday by 
the Defense Department. are 
made possible by. advances in 


cautions against the Soviet 
danger before taking precautions 
against the German danger.”) 

The four treaties would (1) re- 
store to West Germany almost 
all of the sovereignty the three 
Western Allies have exercised 
over their occupation zones since 
the end of World War II; (2) ad- 
mit West Germany to a seven- 
nation Western European Union 
including France, Britain, Italy, 
Belgium, The Netherlands, and 
‘ Luxembourg, and demo the 
uniforming of 500,000 West Ger- 
mans in an army, navy and air 
force: (3) admit rearmed West 
Germany into the North Atlan- 
tic Treaty Organization, and (4) 
put the disputed Saar valley un- 
der the political control of the 
projected Western European 
Union. 

Committee Reports. 

Between 30 and 40 deputies 
were expected to join in the 
general debate after submission 
of the final committee reports. 
The reports are important only 
as an indication of the sentiment 
among the Assembly’s divergent 
political factions, they do not 
carry the weight of recommenda- 
tions from United States con- 
gressional committees, for ex- 
ample. 

The Defense Committee's rec- 
ommendation for postponement 
of the debate was the only one 
of the 11 committee reports 
which did not adypcate approval 
of the treaties. 

In an effort to complete the 
ratification debate hefore 
Christmas, the Assembly sched- 
uled three sessions daily—morn- 
ing, afternoon, night—through 
Thursday. Normally the depu- 
ties do not meet in the morning. 

Pierre Billotte, speaking for 
the Foreign Affairs Committee, 
was the leadoff man in the de- 
bate. His report favoring rati- 
fication was adopted by the For- 
eign Affairs Committee by a 
vote of 16 to 15, with 11 absten- 
tions. 

Billotte said the Assembly 
could reject the treaties only in 
a search for perfection, through 
blind patriotism or misdirected 
pacifism. He said rejection 


would undo ties binding West 


Germany to the Western world. 

Jacques Isorni, another speak- 
er favoring the agreements, said 
a rejection would ruin the pres- 
tige of France.

NEW YORK, Dec. 21 (AP)— 
Navy Divers tried again today to 
raise from the bottom of Ja- 
maica Bay the wreckage of an 
Italian airliner that crashed Sat- 
urday, killing 26 persons. 

In salvage operations yester- 
day, bodies of three victims 
were recovered in a 35-foot sec- 
tion of the fuselage. They were 
tentatively identified as the 
stewardess and two crew mem- 
bers. All 10 of the plane’s crew 
died in the crash. Six of the 


. 22 passengers survived. 


Thus far the bodies of 12 vic- 
tims have been recovered. 

The four-engine airliner 
struck the end of a pier while 
making its fourth attempt at a 
radar-guided landing eatodahe 
rain and mist at Idlewild air- 

port. The pier extends 2000 feet 
into Jamaica Bay as a base for 
yuawey guide lights. 

Last night a party of Italian 
officials, including Gen. Luigi 
Gallo, director general of the 
airline, arrived at Idlewild to 
inspect the scene of the crash. 

Still the object of an under- 
water search was the main sec- 
tion of the cabin, including the 
pilots’ compartment. Most of 
the bodies still missing are ex- 
pected to be found trapped in- 
side this section. 

Parts of the plane raised thus 
far have been taken to a hangar 
at fhe airport for examination 
by Civil Aeronautics Board in- 
vestigators. The board wants to 
determine why the pilot failed 
to lift his plane after a warning 
was sent out saying he was com- 
ing in too low.

EASTMAN KODAK’ 


AGREES TO END 
FLM PRACTICE 


Will Sell Color Material 

Without Processing 

Requirement — U. S: 
Drops Suit. . 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (UP) 
—Eastman Kodak Co. under 
threat of Government anti-trust 
prosecution, agreed today to give 
up the practice of requiring buy~ 
ers of its color film to send it 
to Eastman for processing. 

Previously, the film was sold 
for a package price which in- 
cluded the cost of processing. 


| Henceforth, under an agreement 


announced today, purchasers 
will pay for the film only and 
may have it processed wherever 
they please. 


The agreement was disclosed 
in a consent decree filed by the 
Justice Department with the 
United States District Court at 
Buffalo, N. Y. The decree was 
filed simultaneously with a civil 
anti-trust suit charging Eastman 
with attempting tg monopolize 
the color film processing ine 
dustry, The effect of the con- 
sent decree was to terminate the 
anti-trust suit as soon as it was 
filed, 

To camera fans, the agree- 
ment means that color film will 
cost less over the counter. But 
only time and competition can 
tell whether the eventual cost of 
the film plus the processing 
charges will be more, less or 
about the same as the present 
blanket price. 

Eastman will continue to 
process color film for any cus- 
tomers who prefer to have it do 
the job. But it also agrees to 
issue licenses “upon reasonable 
terms” on its patents and special 
equipment so that Independent 
photo finishers may compete for 
the business of color photogra- 
phy fans.

"You Won’t Shoot Me,’ 
Victim Says—Holdup 
Man Fires Once and 
Flees. 


Abraham Levitt, operator of a 
market at 4400 Maffitt avenue, 
was shot to death iast night by 
a young holdup man. In reply 
to the robber’s threats, Lévitt 
had shouted: “You won't shoot 
/ me, you won't kill me.” 

Buster Farmer, 2706 North 
| Newstead avenue, a customer, 
' told police the robber, a Negro 
/about 20 years old, wearing a 
| dirty white handkerchief mask, 
pointed a pistol at Levitt, who 
was behind the meat counter. 
Farmer, a Negro, said the rob- 
ber commanded: “Qpen the cash 
register.” 

Levitt replied: “I’m not gbing 
to give you anything.” Then the 
robber asked: “You don’t think 
I'll shoot you?” 

There was a brief dispute 
between the robber and his vic- 
tim, Farmer reported, and Levitt 
insisted: “You won't shoot me, 
you won't kill me.” The robber 
said: “I will,” and fired one 
shot across the counter at the 
grocer. Then the youth turned 
and fled without taking any- 
thing. 

Levitt, shot In the left chest, 
was knocked down by the bullet. 
He got to his feet and stag- 
gered against the cash register’ 
he had refused to open. He fell 
a second time, and was dead 
when police arrived. A .32-cal- 
iber shell was found on the 
floor near the body. 

Miss Frieda Tumpkins, a cus- 
tomer, told police the robber ap- 
parently had an accomplice. She 
said that when she ente the 
store she was met near the door 
by a young Negro who told*her, 
“You better go to the back.” 

After the robvders ran outside, 
Miss Tumpkins said she heard 
an automobile start up in the 
alley behind the store. Police 
found no witnesses who saw the 
machine leave.

Board of Freeholders, who were ap- 
pointed by the proper officials of the 
city or county of St. Louis on the 
signed petitions of thousands of vot- 
ers in this area, that the Mayor and 
County Supervisor should oppose the 
adoption of the plan prepared and 
signed by 16 of the 19 members of 
that board. 

The basis of the opposition seems 
to be an erroneous belief that the 
proposed plan calls for public owner- 
ship, whereas the plan expressly pro- 
vides there shall not be public owner- 
ship without an express vote of the 
people on that precise question at a 


later election.

Furthermore, the Mayor and Coun- 
ty Supervisor express the belief that 
the comprehensive survey of the 
mass transit problem in this area can 
be secured through the co-operation 
of their two offices. 

The plan also would bring “home 
rule” to what is probably the most 
vexatious problem in this great met- 
ropolitan area, and indirectly would 
bring closer to our citizens the gov- 
erning body which would fegulate 
such operations. 

Perhaps it should also be pointed 
out that if the plan does have defects 
which experience proves should be 
remedied, the plan itself provides for 
the necessary remedy for any such 
situation by amendment. 


The undersigned members of the 
board believe that certain provisions 
of the plan may be misunderstood. 
Many members of the board have 
volunteered to appear at any meet- 
ing of any interested group to ex- 
plain the plan and answer questions 
concerning it.

Mendes-France won approval of his Indochina 
policy by a vote of 310 to 172. This margin may 
not be as wide as in his first test last August— 
when the vote was 361 to 90—but in Washington 
or London it would signify a government of un- 
assailable strength. Not so in Paris. 

The Premier is almost as unhappy as a mouse 
toyed with by a cat. He knows his support is 
anything but solid. This victory was made possi- 
ble in part by the abstention of the Poptlar Re- 
publican Movement delegates who, however, 
served notice that “‘to abstain signifies defiance.” 

Most of the delegates apparently want Men- 
des-France to be responsible not only for the 
Indochina policy, but also for German rearma- 
ment. That issue will come to a vote just before, 
or perhaps a day or so after Christmas. It is the 
major foreign policy issue Mendes-France wants 
to settle to have a clear deck for internal re- 
forms, the regeneration of France so that the 
nation may again truly be one of the great pow- 
ers. But it is at this point that the vagaries of 
the Constitution of the Fourth Republic may al- 
low his overthrow to force him into compromise. 


Perhaps the best news from France in recent — 


weeks was that the Assembly had approved 11 
constitutional changes by more than a two-thirds 
majority. But it will take all the Premier’s per- 
suasive vigor to make him rather than his suc- 
cessor the beneficiary of these revisions which 
could be the first step toward efficient and rep- 
resentative government. 

The most significant of them permits the con- 

‘ firmation of a Premier by a simple majority of 
the voting Assembly members. Heretofore a ma- 
jority of the 627 members was required.- So the 
most importapt post in France could be kept va- 
cant by delegates who merely abstained from 
voting. From now on it is less likely that France 
will be represented in international affairs by 
impotent or “lame duck” ministers. 

The stability of the executive branch should 
also be improved by the new requirement that a 
Premier-designate submit the names of his pro- 
posed cabinet members at once. Up to now a 
Premier might be confirmed only to have his 
cabinet rejected later—which has been almost 
the same as rejecting the Premier. , 

The Council of the Republic, the upper cham- 
ber of the national legislature, has been regarded 
as weaker even than the House of Lords. It could 
only ask for a second reading of a Jaw passed by 
the Assembly. Now it can disapprove of a law, 
and the Assembly must wait 100 days before 
over-riding this veto. This should cause some of 
the more frivolous or narrowly partisan As- 
sembly members to think at least twice. 

Several of the changes are directly aimed at 
the Communists. But as Mendes-France knows, 
the real way to get the Communists out of 


French political life is to beat them at the polls, .. 


The French Constitution, however, needs more 
streamlining * than is represented by these 
changes. For instance, why should the President 
appoint the 14 members of the Superior Council 
of the Judiciary to insure the independence of 
magistrates while the Assembly names the High 
Court which can impeach the President himself? 

As the war drew to a close, there seemed to 
be a determination in France to establish a new 
and better government. Yet as constitution-draft- 
ing got under way. every party, class, interest 
and group began to maneuver for special ad- 
vantages and special safeguards. No wonder Her- 
riot exclaimed that everywhere two men had 
been put to supervise each other. . 

Constitutional changes, however, seem rather 
theoretical to most Frenchmen compared with 
social and economic reforms. Yet how can there 
be reform if even a-dynamic Premier has only 
shifting, unpredictable support? Who can rule 
with such built-in mistrust? 

Some changes are being made, but do they rep-_ 
resent a real desire to abandon the attitude 
which has kept France on dead center so long? 
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It’s the Frame That Does It 


The 10 most widely-recognized faces of 1954 
were selected by the American Portrait Artists’ 
Association the other day. The list ranged scien- 
tifically from Albert Einstein to Rocky Marciano, 
and politically from President Eisenhower to 
Senator McCarthy—a rather wide range, as will 
be seen. At about the same time the Shah of 
Iran and his lovely Queen, a strikingly distin- 
guished-looking couple, it seemed to us, were 
strolling about New York “without being’ recog- 
nized by virtually anyone. 

This merely bears out what we have long sus- 
pected—namely, that the degree of recognizabil- 
ity of a face depends to a surprising degree upon 
context. In Iran, or even in Iraq, we daresay the 
Shah and the Queen would be more widely rec- 
ognizable than, say, Vice President Nixon or Red 
Skelton, to pick a couple of the portrait artists’ 
chosen half-score. 

And if Mr. Churchill were seen shaking his 
hands above his head in a ring at Madison Square 
Garden, or Mr. Marciano emerging from No. 10 
Downing Street in a morning coat, we wager you 
the best an onlooker would opine was that 
there was a prize fighter who looked remarkably 
like old Winnie, or a diplomat who was a dead 
ringer for an American boxer. 
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Knowland Tells Why 


Senator Knowland has now given a frank ex- 
planation of why he publicly broke with the 
Eisenhower Administration foreign policy. 

His purpose in demanding a China blockade 
and warning against “peaceful coexistence,” he 
said4in an interview with U.S. News and World 

“ Report, was’“to give the amber traffic light be- 
fofe the policies become fixed.” In elaboration 
of this point, he made it quite clear that what 
he hopes to block is any policy of reaching a 
settlement of igsues with the Soviet world. 

Describing a possible Big Four conference 
next spring as “the difficulty that I think we are 
going to be faced with,” Mr. Knowland conjec- 
tured that the least the Soviets would ask as a 
price for a settlement would be recognition of 
the existing frontiers of the Soviet world, and 
admission of China to the United Nations. He is 
against either. 

The first, he says, would amount to moral and 
legal approval of the “perpetual enslavement of 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Rumania and all these 
other countries.” The second, he believes, would 
cause “the balance of Asia to go down the drain 
so fast it will make your head swim.” 

So now we know what the California Senator 
is after. He is out to build up in advance a pub- 
lic and political climate unfavorable to any 
meaningful negotiation with the Soviet Union. 

How utterly negative and destructive this posi- 
tion is can be judged from the fact that 
the Senator has strong views on any e 
“price” the Russians might ask at the conference 
table, he seems to have none on what price the 
West might ask. He is against any diplomatic 
bargain before he knows its terms. | 


It is difficult to imagine ¢ less constructive 
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approach to the vast problems which President 
Eisenhower is considering in the shadow of the 
hydrogen bomb. Approaching any negotiations 
with the Soviets cautiously, skeptically and with 
open eyes is surely the part of simple prudence. 
But to say that we shall never negotiate at all, 
to reject in advance any settlement on’ the prin- 
ciple of “live and let live,” is to come very. close 
to saying that the only future for the world is 
frightfully destructive warfare. 

Senator Knowland, is, of course, free to take 
that view if he wishes. But he ought at least to 
give his party a chance to accept his resignation 
as Senate leader. 3 ' 
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So the People May Know 
Eleven of the St. Louis city-county freeholders 
who drafted the proposed Transit District plan 
have taken an unusual and unselfish step. As 
they make clear in a statement in today's letter 
column, they are going to do all they can to see 
that the people get the facts on the plan. 


This is indeed good news. Most boards of free- 
holders have taken the position that, having con- 
tributed their time and effort to the community 
by drafting the plan, it should be up to someone 
else to take it from there. Had all of the Transit 
freeholders adopted that view their plan prob- 
ably would have languished in a near vacuum. 

This is because Mayor Tucker and Supervisor 
Matthews had turned down the freeholders’ re- 
quest that a joint citizens’ committee be named 
to work for adoption of the plan at the special 
elections to be held in city and county Jan. 25.' 


The lack of a citizens’ committee is serious 
but not fatal. It deprives the proposal of the sup- 
port of individuals who are willing to permit the 
use of their names in a good cause. More im- 
portant, it means there will be no money to run 
a campaign, no official support, no organized 
tub-thumping by the “public relations” experts. 
,This last may well be a gain. 


The freeholders were appointed and their task 
set out for them ag a result of petitions signed 
by the peopie. In St. Louis some 15,000 valid sig- 
natures were on the petitions; another 5000 were 
affixed by St. Louis county residents. The free- 
holders feel that they owe it to these people, as 
well as all citizens of city and county, to explain 
the details of.the -proposal. 


This creates a golden opportunity for organ- 
ized groups of citizens to hear directly from the 
individual freeholder. And since the aim of these 
talks is merely to inform, the people should be 
able to obtain the answers they will need in 
order to make an intelligent decision at the 
polis. And that, after all, is what the shouting 
is all about.

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To Restore the Housing Act 

It is good news that at least one Congressman, 
Representative Edward A. Garmatz of Maryland, 
is planning to introduce Jegislation in the 
Eighty-fourth Congress which would in effect 
re-enact the Housing Act of 1949. : 

The Housing Act of 1949 was the frait of more 
than five years of congressional study ofthe 
housing problem. It represented the combined 
judgment of liberals like the late Senator Wag- 
ner of New York, and conservatives like the late 
Senator Taft of Ohio. It called for a broad pro 
gram of federal aid to low-rent housing and 
slum clearance, authorizing construction of up 

‘to 135,000 housing units a year for six years. 

For one reason or another—mainly because 
the opulent and tireless real estate lobby waged 
an unrelenting fight against it—the Housing Act 
of 1949 never came into full effect, because 
Congress never provided funds for as many as 
135,000 units a year.’ Last summer the real estate 
lobby achieved its final triumph by securing the 
passage of legislation which limited this year’s 
program to 35,000 units, placed hobbling condi- 
tions upon even those, and then cut off the pro 
gram at the end of the year. 

So the need for some congressional action re- 
storing the original 1949 legislation is clear. It 
is all the more so in view of the fact that only 
this week, with nearly half of the fiscal year 
gone, has Housing Administrator Albert M. Cole 
got around to setting up the rules for allocation 
of this year’s quota. 

In combination with the hobbling restrictions 
imposéd by Congress, this deplorable delay in 
carrying out the program will probably mean 
that far fewer than 35,000 units will be author- 
ized. Some observers believe that no more than 


15,000 units can get under the wire. That, of

Between Book Ends 


A Rose for Faulkner 


WILLIAM FAULKNER: TWO DECADES OF CRIT. 
ICISM, edited by Frederick J. Hoffman end 
py ery.

Critical notice of William Faulkner is 
now in a third decade. It began with 
his series of sensational novels pro- 
duced during 1929-1932, when he was 
at first censured for brooding on the 
past and leading a “cult of cruelty” in 
modern writing. Even today he is 
haunted by complaints over his “grue- 
some gallery” of characters and his 
dense style. 

But the fury has largely subsided, 
leaving a residue of well-tempered 


judgment. Instead of argument on what | 


his work ought to be, thefe is ac- 
ceptance of what it is. Critics now tend 
less to pick fault with the aloof Faulk- 
ner than to cudgel each other in the 
most scholarly way on such questions 
as his themes and techniques. 


The present book, a reissue, went al- 
most unnoticed when first published 
three years ago. Following in the wake

best seller, “A

However, the house- 
wives of Highland Mills’ have 
discovered something.

They 
claim the finest baked beans 
this side of Boston, so appar- 
ently the ideal temperature 
for hardening bantboo is also 
ideal for roasting legumes. 

Outsiders are ignorant of 
the ingredients and propor- 
tions in the mixture of glue. 
There’s also the secret of 
aging the glue and the varnish. 
The hardware is made in the 

plant, and after World War II 
there was difficulty getting 
nickel silver in the formulas 
desired for ferrules. 

“After all,” Collins said, 
“we're small users and the 
big companies weren't inter- 
ested in our orders. Hap- 
pened, though, that we make 
two or three salmon rods a 
year for the president of one 
of the big nickel companies. 
He must give ’em away; no- 
body uses that many rods.

for a third-place vote. Ed Fur- 
gol of St. Louis was eighth. 
Bannister, the tall, slender, 
25-year-old intern who first 
broke the four-minute mile bar- 
rier in May and then roared 
from behind to edge Australia’s 
John Landy in the “mile of the 
century” in August, received 
3614 first-place votes and a total 
of 150 mints. 
In third place, far behind the 
two leaders, came Landy with 
744 first-place votes and 60 
points. The Australian followed 
Bannister’s monumental short- 
lived 3:59.4 world record with a 
spectacular 3:58 performance in 
Turku, Finland, June 21. 
But when they ran against 
each other in the great mile of 
the British Empire games at 
Vancouver, B.C., Bannister came 
from behind in the last 100 
yards to beat the Australian by 
four yards in 3:58.8.

Weird Concepts. 

Although there have been a 
number of zigs back to stand- 
ards considered normal in the 
rest of the world, there are still 
of course, an enormous number 
of concepts in Russia that seem 
weird to the Westerner. These 
concepts are often expressed in 
a Communist gobbledygook that 
is equally strange. 

One of the weirdest was an 
article on religion in a Soviet, 
youth publication. The Russian 
leadership today does treat the 
church. somewhat less harshly 
than in the time of Stalin, but 
it is only a matter of degree. 
Instead of interfering physically 
with religious activities in the 
sense of closing down churches 
and making trouble for those 
who attend services, the govern- 
ment relies mainly on anti-re- 
ligious propaganda, persuasion 
rather than punishment. 

But by the Communists’ own 
admission they are not making 
much progress in persuading 
Russians of the “unscientific” 
and therefore “unwholesome” 
nature of religion.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (AP) 
—Two total-vote records were 
set in the 1954 congressional 
elections which saw the Dem- 
ocrats roll up a 2,185,327-vote 
margin over the Republicans in 
the aggregate ballot for the 
House of Representatives. 


Final tabulations by the Asso- 
ciated Press showed that Re- 
publicans outvoted the Deni- 
ocrats Nov. 2 in the House vote 
outside the normally Democratic 
South by 164,686. This was a 
sharp drop from the G.O.P. 
margin of 1,610,000 in the same 
37 states in the last mid-term 
election in 1950. 

The Democratic national edge 
of 2,185,327 compared with 
their plurality of only 248,000 
four years ago. 

Total Vote. 

The total vote in the nation 
was 44,447,496, a gain of 1,985,- 
414 or 4.7 per cent. The aggre- 
gate ballot for House candidates 
was 42,577,696, an increase of 
2,225,774 or 5.5 per cent. The 
former highs were recorded in 
1950. 

Of the total House vote—re- 
garded as best for comparative 
purposes in mid-term elections— 
the Democrats polled 22,281,988 
or 52.3 per cent; the Repub- 
licans 20,096,661 or 47.2 per 
cent, and others 199,047 or 0.5 
per cent. Democrats polled 49.5 
per cent in 1950 and the Repub- 
licans 48.9. 

Democrats in winning control 
of the “House—232 to 203—and 
the Senate, 48 to 47 (with one 
independent)—gained over their 
1950 House vote in 38 states, the 
Republicans in 28. Democrats 
outpolled Republicans in the 
combined House vote .in 26 
states as against 21 in 1950, 15 
against and 10 outside the South. 
As usual in an election so 
close as the last one, a switch

off the burner. 

If the system is not properly 
balanced, there will be long de- 
lays between firing. If this is 
the case, when the burner goes 
en it must first warm up th the 


furnace before any ‘heat is deliv- 
ered to the house. Then it must 
warm up the chilled floors, walls 
and ceilings of the house before 
it can actually get to the job of 
heating the air in the house, 


What you end up with is a 
house that is too warm for com- 
fort. The best remedy for this 
little headache is to have the 
burner adjusted so that it will 
run for short periods rather 
close together. This will prevent 
the house becoming chilled and 
therefore prevent the furnace 
from having to deliver too much 
heat.

Make sure you remove all 
spots and stains from elothing 
before putting into hot water, 
or before ironing, because the 
heat of the water or the fron 
will tend to set them. —

It wasn’t very important that 
North-South dropped a_ trick 
against the undoubled four-club 
contract and set it only one in- 
stead of two; the glaring error 
was in selling out to the non- 
vulnerable opponents so cheap- 
ly. Even if the club contract had 
been doubled and set 300, as it 
easily could have béen, North- 
South would have had no cause 
for self-congratulation inasmuch 
as they could have made four 
diamonds for game and rubber. 

Who went wrong, North or 
South, and in what respect? 


There will be differences of 
opinion about this, but it is the 
view of this writer that South 
was the guilty party. North used 
up his values when he made the 
vulnerable double of three clubs 
—a double that had virtually no 
chance to be left in and which, 
consequently, amounted to forc- 
ing a bid from partner at the 
three-level. In the practical 
sense, then, South’s takeout to 
three diamonds was no bid at 
all, and the only action South 
really took was in doubling three 
hearts. But that action—which 
was questionable in itself—did 
North very little good. Far from 
indicating that South had a five- 
card diamond suit, it tended to 
imply a four-carder, and it left 
the spade picture very cloudy. 
Thus, all in all, South played 
ostrich when he failed to bid 
four diamonds over the four 
clubs.
